ish m inister to Mex ico, of his creden­ 
tials im m ediately after H uerta had 1 
proclaim ed him self dictator and the f 
dispatch of several 
w ar vessels to j 
Mex ican waters. 
The B ritish em bassy here at th e di- j 
rection of the foreig n office officially 
advised Secretary Bry an th at the B rit­ 
ish 
g overnm ent pronounced as un- 
authentlc the interview credited to 
Sir Lionel, ex pressing the view that 
the United States did not understand ! 
conditions in Mex ico. 


France Giv es Assurances. 
I 
A nother incident th at was reg arded j 
w ith sig nificance was the assurance j 
th a t cam e from Am bassador Jusserand 
to 
the 
state 
departm ent th at 
the 
French g overnm ent in sending a w ar­ 
ship to Mex ican w aters did not intend 
in any way to em barrass the United 
States. 
Officials indicated 
satisfac­ 
tion over the appropriate trend of the 
French g overnm ent's attitude. 
P resident Wilson, Secretary Bry an 
and Counsellor John B assett Moore of 
th e state departm ent have ex chang ed 
ideas on w hat the proclam ation to 
th e world should ex press. 
It will be com m unicated to foreig n 
g overnm ents every w here in line with 
the policy established earlier of keep­ 
ing other nations inform ed of every 
step taken in its handling of the Mex i­ 
can problem. 
The proclam ation or note will servo, 
It is understood, as an ex plicit defini­ 
tion of the policy of the United S tates 
tow ard the de facto authorities in 
Mex ico, reiterating the principle th a t 
recog nition can only he g iven to g ov­ 
ernm ents on this hem isphere founded 
on law and order. 


May Withho ld Pro clamatio n. 


T here is a possibility th at if the 
pow ers indicate further an unw illing ­ 
ness to em barrass the United S tates 
that this g overnm ent may withhold 
its pronouncem ent, hut some officials 
w ere of the opinion th at sooner or 
later such a declaration, which they 
leg arded as tantam ount to reaffirm a­ 
tion of the principles of the Monroe 
doctrine, would be req uired. 
A dm inistration 
officials 
g enerally 
m aintained a severe reticence in con­ 
nection with Mex ican affairs. 
They 
adm itted th a t an acute and delicate 
situation ex isted when word was re­ 
ceived that the American vessel, the 
Morro Castle, had been detained.

The health of the president is alway s 
an interesting subject, aud every man 
who has held th a t office alw ay s has 
been under the closest scrutiny . 
Gro­ 
ver Cleveland w as “touchy ” about ref­ 
erences to his phy sical condition, but 
he w as out in the open enoug h to prove 
th a t he w as not ill, althoug h some­ 
tim es the W hite H ouse had to deny 
rum ors concerning his alleg ed condi­ 
tion. 
The health of P resident McKinley 
never w as called in q uestion until he 
w as shot, althoug h he w as really In 
poor phy sical condition during his life 
in the W hite House. As to Roosevelt— 
but why say * any thing about that ro­ 
bust individual? 
President T aft was 
not considered a g ood life insurance 
risk, but be kept in g ood condition by 
work on the g olf links. 
P 
udent Wilso n Often Seen. 
President W ilson’s health was re­ 
cently the subject of discussion, which 
ex cited a g reat deal of surprise, as the 
president is constantly in sig ht of 
m any people. H e sees m any men near­ 
ly every day ; he sees all the new’sjta­ 
per correspondents tw ice a w eek; he is 
often o ut In his autom obile and on the 
g olf links nearly every fine day . 
Of 
course the rum ors of his failing health 
w ere promptly denied by officials at 
the W hite House, but the mere rumor 
created w idespread interest throug hout 
th© country . 
No doubt the president would have 
been pleased to g et aw ay from W ash­ 
ing ton during the sum m er and fall, but 
be rem ained here and worked. 


Businese Is Blo cked. 
“L et the com m ittees g et to work on 
bills coming before the nex t cong ress,” 
said those who did not w ant cong ress 
to adjourn. 
B ut just as there was no 
q uorum in the house, likewise there 
wns no q uorum of the im portant com­ 
m ittees and they could do nothing . 
W ith nearly tw o-thirds of the mem­ 
bership of the house away it means 
the absence of about the same per­ 
centag e of the com m ittee membership. 
It is doubtful w hether the commit­ 
tees would work even if the member­ 
ship w ere here. 
Persistent members 
w ith bills they were anx ious to bring 
forw ard m ig ht have pushed along such 
m easures, but the big q uestions would 
have been held back by reason of the 
fac t th a t m em bers do not care to work 
on m easures a t this tim e of y ear. 


Reco rd Getting Thin. 
The constant adjournm ents of the 
house because there was no q uorum 
and the short sessions of the senate 
caused the Cong ressional Record to 
become thin. 
“I do not see why they 
m ake all this fuss about cartoons in 
the Record," rem arked one member. 
“ H ere it is w ith only a few sheets, aud 
several of them are padded w ith the 
entire list of members of the senate 
aud bouse, the lists of com mittees of 
both bouses aud much other m atter— 
in fact, tw elve columns of that kind of 
stuff besides one blank pag e. 
Most of 
us would rath er have Tillm an’s car­ 
toons and K inders diag ram s than all 
this stuff th a t is printed in other books 
of cong ressional reference." 


“ Play ing to the Gallery ." 
One day when M inority Leader Mann 
w as holding up the house Cong ress­ 
m an Pou of North Carolina rem arked 
th a t “all this is a play to the g allery 
for partisan purposes." 
“The play to the g allery ,” retorted 
Muun, “is stay ing in session when y ou I 
do not propose to do business simply 
because y ou are ordered to stay .” 
He hud been say ing something every 
day about the members taking their 
orders from the W hite House. 
No t Fo r Fit*. 
Alway s w illing to help along , several 
correspondents 
started

They pounced upon Cong ress­ 
man Fitzg erald, but that wily 
clan “ wouldn’t bite.”

New York,” said Fitz. Besides, he lias ' 
a safe Brookly n district, aud the chair­ 
m anship of the com mittee oil appropri­ 
ations is a mig hty g ood position. 
Go o d Ro ads Peo ple Co ming . 
Just us the river and harbor advo­ 
cates moved upon cong ress with a 
strong org anization, so are the g ood 
roads people preparing to come for­ 
w ard with a determ ination to g et a 
share of the federal money for the im­ 
provem ent of hig hw ay s throug hout the 
country . 
The |» eo|)le in the rural districts do 
not g et any g ood out of public build­ 
ing s in the larg t cities and towns, and 
they do not realize that they are g et­ 
ting any thing o X of the river and bar 
bor appropriations, but they can see 
where they would g et something out o f 
money ipeut for roads.

New York, Oct. 25.—A g as oven in 
w'hich metal was being enamel« *! on 
the top floor of a six -story factory 
building in Canal street ex ploded, kill­ 
ing four persons. 
More than a score of others were In­ 
jured or burned in the fire th a t suc­ 
ceeded the ex plosion. 
One of them 
died. 
The identity of the dead was not 
known until hours after the bodies 
had been taken to the morg ue. Three 
of those killed were women. All were 
w orkers in the buildlug . 
Later firemen came across the In­ 
cinerated body of a y oung man.

N. M., Oct. 25.—Six ty -on* 
bodies have been recovered from the 
cham bers of Stag Cany on mine No. 
2, two deaths have been added to the 
mine total and g overnm ent ex perts, 
now in charg e of the work of rescue, 
concede that 202 bodies are still with­ 
in the g as filled cham bers. 
Thirty -six bodies have already been 
burled, a union service for all taking 
place. 
The work of 
searching for 
bodies still is g oing on, but hope th a t 
additions to the tw enty -three rescued 
alive will be made has been aban­ 
doned. 
The tw o deaths added to the list 
were those of rescue 
men, 
Jam es 
Lurdi and William Poisl. 
The men 
were m em bers of a rescue sq uad which 
entered the mine. 
They did not return and it was only 
after the ex perts of the United S tates 
rescue car had searched 
six 
hours 
th at the bodies were found. 
At the news of the added deaths 
the men who had been 
doing 
the 
rescue work refused to g o back into 
the m ine, but their places were tak ­ 
en by men 
from 
the 
rescue 
car, 
which had been rushed 
from 
th e 
K ansas coal fields. 
The work of rescue is g oing for­ 
ward slowly under the leadership of 
J. C. Roberts. 
Conditions w ithin the 
mine are such th at the em erg ency hos­ 
pital at the mouth of the mine is a 
rescue station for men 
who 
have 
been overcom e by work of rescue o r 
the fum es of the mine. 
Chief R oberts of 
the g overnm ent 
rescue Bervice announced hi* 
belief 
that no entom bed m iners 
are 
no w 
alive and in thi* opinion he was sup­ 
ported by rescue crew s and m ine 
o ffi­ 
cial*, who say it is impo ssible fo r 
life to have ex isted this lo ng .
